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St. Paul opens police training center 


$18 million facility offers high-tech, community-centric programs

A new $18 million training facili- 
ty for St. Paul police officers 
includes virtual training, a gun 
range, and rooms that can be 
reconfigured so officers don’t 
know what’s coming around the 


corner as they practice scenarios. 

The building also includes space 
for training less dependent on 
technology, but which the police 
chief and community members 
say is just as important — 
responding to those in crisis and 
learning about implicit bias. 

The Richard H. Rowan Public 


Safety Training Center, which 
took years of planning to get off 
the ground, will benefit officers 
and the community both, said 
Mayor Chris Coleman at the build- 
ing’s ribbon cutting on Tuesday. 
People who live and work in St. 
Paul “deserve the absolute best 
police department possible and 


the best police department begins 
with the best training,’ Coleman 
said. 

The new facility on Lafayette 
Road, west of Desoto Street, and 
just under half a mile from police 
headquarters is named for a previ- 
ous St. Paul police chief, who died 
in 2005.

Suspect shot, arrested; rented truck used as weapon in apparent ‘lone wolf’ terrorist attack

NEW YORK — A man ina rented 
pickup truck mowed down pedes- 
trians and cyclists along a busy 
bike path near the World Trade 
Center memorial on Tuesday, kill- 


ing at least eight and seriously 
injuring 11 in what the mayor 
called “a particularly cowardly act 
of terror.” 

The driver was shot in the abdo- 
men by police after jumping out of 
the truck with what turned out to 
be a fake gun in each hand and 


shouting what witnesses said was 
“Allahu Akbar,” Arabic for “God is 
great,” authorities said. The man 
underwent surgery and was in 
critical condition but was expected 
to survive. 

Officials who weren’t authorized 
to discuss the investigation and 


spoke on the condition of anonymi- 
ty identified the attacker as 29- 
year-old Sayfullo Saipov and said 
he is from Uzbekistan and came to 
the U.S. legally in 2010. The offi-
